Ambulance pact

Granite . City officials and 
representatives of emergency 
medical technicians who 
operate city ambulances have 
reached a new working 
agreement which will increase 
EMT salaries to $13,248 per 
year beginning May 1, 1979. 


The agreement, the first 
established for ambulance 
drivers who began working for 
the city in March 1977, has been 
ratified by the employees and 
was approved by City Council 
members last week. It will 
affect 20 ambulance drivers 

The pact also establishes 
fringe benefits for the EMT 


ambulance operators similar to 
those of the police and fire 
departments, including a 
schedule of longevity pay, fully- 
paid insurance, paid holidays, a 
clothing allowance and time 
and a half overtime pay.

Rev. Arentsen contended the 
terms of the probation, he 
believes, exceed the maximum 
sentence for the misdemeanor 
crime of disorderly conduct 
which is 30 days in jail and a 
$500 fine.

ends tv¢ months negotiations 
which were begun by the City 
Council Negotiating Committee 
after new working agreements 
with other city departments 
were completed for the period 
that began May 1, 1977, and 
ends April 30, 1980. 

Under terms of the pact, all 
EMTs are to receive a 6 percent 
pay increase for the first year 
which began May 1, 1977, and 
ended yesterday. Since the 
drivers received a salary of 
$10,000 annually during the first 
year they were working, each 
will receive $600 in salaries 
retroactive to the May 1, 1977, 
date. 

Beginning today, which is the 
first day of the city’s new 1978- 
79 fiscal year, the EMTs will 
receive an annual salary of 
$12,000, representing the second 
year's step in the salary 
schedule, For the third year, 
which will'begin May 1, 1979, the 
drivers will receive an annual 
salary of $13,248. 

During the first year of the 
city's ambulance operation, all 
working EMTs were paid by the 
county's Manpower Program. 
This year, however, the city has 
had to absorb the salaries of 
five of the 20 EMTs now 
working in the city’s ambulance 
service. 

According to Alderman 
Warren Decatur, chairman of 
the Negotiating Committee, this 
means that the city will pay the 
full salaries and fringe benefits 
for five EMTs, and pay the 
difference between the $10,000 
salary payment by the Man- 
power Program and the amount 
received by the remainder of 
the work foree under the new 
city agreement. The city in 
addition will pay for all fringe 
benefits for all workers. 

The medical technicians are 
members of Firefighters: Local’ 
253 and were represented in the 
negotiations by Ed McGovern, 
president of the firefighters 
union. 

Other features of the 
agreement provide that sick 
leave will accumulate at the 
rate of 1.5 days per month to a 
maximum of 90 days. Upon 
retirement, one-half of the 
accumulated sick leave is to be 
paid. 

Vacations provided by the 
agreement are: two weeks 
vacation upon one year of 
service, three weeks after five 
years service, four weeks after 
10 years service and five weeks 
after 15 years service

‘The agreement sets nine paid 
holidays for the year on which 
time and a half pay will be given 
if the holiday is worked. 

The city agrees to pay the cost 
of any sphooling which is 
required of the EMTs by city, 
state or feflera) regulations and 
provides that in cases where 
EMTs are members of military 
reserves or the National Guard, 
the city will pay the difference 
between military pay and the 
EMTs regular salary for at- 
tending summer camp. The two 
weeks summer camp periods 
will not|be considered as 
vacation, | 

Other provisions state that an 
EMT who begins work is to earn 
$55 per mdnth less that an EMT 
with one jyear’s service, and 
that after| six months he is to 
earn $27.50 per month less than 
an EMT jwith one year’s ser- 
vice. | 
It also provides that if and 
when the ¢ity begins the use of 
»paramediés, negotiations may

“This addition will allow us to 
complete the 1-270 beltway from 
the Jefferson Barracks Bridge 
south of East St. Louis to the 
already-constructed —270 near 
Glen Carbon,” Thompson said. 

“It will stimulate the 
economy of the metropolita 
area by providing, the area with 
much needed north-south 
Interstate Highway access,’ he 
said. 

“The project will also provide 
more than 1,400 jobs and will 
generate 1,900 jobs in the 
metropolitan area. 

“When the beltway is com- 
plete, it will eliminate existing 
traffic congestion, cross traffic 
and railroad crossings and 
reduce the current high ac- 
cident rate."* 

The project is expected to 
serve more than 54,000 vehicles 
per day by 1990. 

The Ilinois Department of 
‘Transportation , submitted its 
request for the addition in 
December 1977 

~On April 7, 1978, Federal 
Highway Administrator 
William Cox ‘personally . in- 
spected the area that will be 
served by the Interstate. 

Planning and engineering 
work by the DOT will begin 
almost immediately. 

Construction will be phased 
with the expected completion 
within the next four years of I- 
270 south of here to 1-55-70. 

“Once again, —‘Mlinois 
Trnasportation Secretary John 
Kramer and the _ Illinois 
Congressional delegation 
delivered on a much-needed 
project,” the governor said. 

“Illinois receives $1.25 in road 
funds for every dollar we send 
to Washington. That's the best 
rate of return of any state in the 
country and I am proud and 
appreciative of Sec. Kramer's 
and the delegation's efforts in 
this regard.”

The priest then said that to 
serve at’ the jail “would be in 
conflict. with my own con- 
science. I cannot do it without 
breaking my priestly vows.” 

Gibbons warned, ‘If you do 
not agree to conform ‘to the 
probation terms, I will remand 
you to the custody of the sheriff 
for a period of up to 30 days. You 
will have the opportunity to 
purge yourself at any time with 
a written statement that you 
will comply in full with ‘the 
terms of the probation. 

“If you do not purge yourself, 
at the end of the 30 days, I will 
reconvene this contempt 
hearing. The court has an 
obligation to enforce its own 
orders,” 

Gibbons asked-repeatedly for 
a yes or a no answer to the 
question whether Rey. Arentsen 
would agree to the probation 
terms, and the priest responded 
each time either with questions 
or with statements such as, 
“The order exceeds the 
statutes." 

Finally, Gibbons told him, “I 
can adjourn this hearing with no 
answer, which can only be 
taken to mean you do not intend 
tocomply. I would rather not do 
that. I would rather have your 
answer."” 

Rev. Arentsen’ answered, “I 
do not understand how you can 
exceed the maximum.” The 
judge responded, ‘You have a 
very competent and ex- 
perienced attorney being paid 
for by the citizens of this county 
and one from your religion. 
‘They should have advised you 
on these questions. I frankly do 
not feel you deserve an an- 
swer.”” 


Arentsen questioned Allen on 
possible alternatives and on 
how long he might have to stay 
in jail until an appeal could be 
filed before he finally answered 
Gibbons question at 5:15 p.m. 
saying he will not comply with 
the terms of the probation. 

Gibbons immediately sen- 
tenced him for contempt of 
court and Rev. Arentsen was 
returned to the Granite City 
Jail.

Their attorney, Lawrence J.

Court warrants to 
watch foreign spy? 


By ROBERT ESTILL

Rep. Robert McClory, R-Lake 
Bluff, is wary of domestic 
electronic eavesdropping but 
thinks the courts should stay out 
of the spy game. 

McClory, ranking Republican 
on the:-House Judiciary Com. 
mittee, has been a critic of 
abuses of .electronic  sur- 
veillances’ by government 
agencies. 

But he vigorously opposed 
pending legislation which would 
require the FBI, Central 
Intelligence Agency, National 
Security Agency ‘or other 
agencies involved in foreign 
intelligence to get a warrant 
from the courts before planting 
their “bugs."” 

He sees nothing inconsistent 
in that position. 

It is a matter of who is, spying 
on whom. 

“And it should be based on 
facts that there is some 
criminal activity being in- 
vestigated or fear of a criminal 
action," he said. 

But he does not believe 
warrants should be required for 
keeping tabs on a foreign spy, or = 
embassies engaged in spying 
here, or U.S. citizens involved in 
foreign intelligerice. 

Requiring courts to issue 
warrants could cause executive 
branch investigations to be 
frustrated by the judiciary — 
and would increase the 
possibility of leaks, he said. 

‘Another concern of McClory’s 
is the matter of accountability 
If warrants are required, the 
executive branch could “pass 
the buck" to the courts for any 
abuses. ‘ 

Congress, not the courts, 
Should be the watchdog against 
abuses by the intelligence 
community, McClory said. 

Under guidelines issued in an 
executive order by former 
President Gerald Ford, the 
House and Senate were given 
oversight responsibility for

foreign intelligence. 

The “good guys,” the U.S. 
intelligence agencies, are 
supposed to go before the 

House and Senate Intelligence 

Committees before making 

electronic surveillances. 

The purposes of the com- 
mittee appearances are to 
outline what steps are being 
taken to insure that innocent 
people won’t be spied upon, 
and that any information 
inadvertently gathered on the 
innocent will be destroyed. 

“There have been no abuses 
of those guidelines since they 
were promulgated by Pres. 
Ford two and a half years ago,” 
McClory said. 

The committees do not have 
specific authority to block the 
eavesdropping, but “we could 
put them on the pan for 
violating their own guidelines,” 
McClory said. 

He has introduced legislation 
to transform that executive 
order into law. 

It basically would follow the 
Ford guidelines, except that it 
also would subject abusers to 
criminal and civil liabilities. 


The Senate apparently does 
not share McClory's ap- 
prehensions about the courts 
getting into the act; it recently 
passed, on a 95 to one vate, a bill 
requiring warrants. Similar 
legislation is pending in 
McClory’s committee. 

“They (the Senate) did not 
even look at it, I don't think," 
McClory said. 

But the House is now taking a 
closer look, and McClory is 
optimistic that whatever spy 
bill comes out ofCongress will 
have a strong resemblance to 
his proposal. 

Ironically, the House sponsor 
of the competing legislation 
requiring warrants is another 
Illinoisan, Rep. Morgan Mur- 
phy, D-Chicago. 

“Lam not opposing him,” said 
McClory. “I am just trying to 
educate him.”

Ford story 
Wednesday 


Although Henry Ford insisted 
that “history is more or less 
bunk,”’ he left behind extensive 
Mocumentation of his own 

“personal history. The Ford Film 
Collection consists of nearly two 
million feet of film, much of it 
never seen by the public. It 
forms the basis of Nova’s 
Road to Happiness,” which 
airs at 9 p.m. Wednesday, May 
3, 9 p.m. Sunday, May 7, and 
10:30 p.m. Tuesday, May 9, on 
Channel 9. 

Originally founded in 1914 as 
an experimental industrial film 
unit, Ford's film company by 
1918 had become the largest 
motion picture distributor in the 
world. 

There were Ford newsreels, 
dramatic films and 
“educational weeklies’ on such 
topics as “Electricity on the 
Farm" or “How Ford Makes 
1,000 Cars a Day,” a film of the 
first moving assembly line. 
There also was a series devoted 
to American cities. 

All were shown in 7,000 
theaters and dealerships across 
the country 

The collection, in addition, 
tells the story of the shy, nearly 
illiterate farm boy from 
Dearborn, Mich., who became 
part of America’s legendary 
past 

“Mr. Ford,’ as he was in- 
variably called by all but his 
wife, did not invent the 
automobile or the assembly line 
or the —__mass-porduced 
automobile. However, he had an 
idea: that mechanization could 
make things better. 

This concept, along with his 
ability to organize and surround 
himself with talented-engineers 
and designers, was the reason 
he became the center or an 
industrial revolution that 
transformed America’s social 
habits, 

His refinement of the 
assembly line made the auto 
industry the backbone of the 
American economy. It formed 
the basis for sophisticated 
concepts of corporate 
production which today are 
applied to aeronautics in- 
dustry and to Hamburgers. 

Ford was alos the first to 
recycle waste products in auto 
production, and his ex- 
periments with the all-metal tri- 
motor airplane helped launch 
commercial flight and mail 
transport.

Liability verdict upheld 


A Circuit Court ruling that a 
St. Louis insurance firm remain 
responsible for any liability 
judgments growing out of a May 
1973 shooting incident involving 
Granite City police officers has 
been upheld by the Fifth 
District Appellate Court, City 
Council members were in- 
formed last week. 

The appeal by the American 
.Home Assurance Co. was 
argued before the appellate 
court in the citys behalf by Irvin 
Slate Jr., assistant city attorney 
who told the aldermen that the 

_ higher court sustained a July 
1976 circuit court ruling that 
favored the city. 

The effect of the ruling will be 
to force the insurance firm to 
defend a suit for $100,000 
damages which has been filed 
against Granite City as a result 
of the shooting on May 22, 1973, 
in which Michael Collins, 16, of 
Granite City, was killed ‘by 
police. 

The insurance company 
sought a declaratory judgment 


from the court holding that 
Granite City failed to comply 
with terms of the insurance 
policy by failing to notify the 
company immediately that a 
suit had been filed against the 
city as a result of the shooting. 

The original suit seeking 
$100,000 damages was filed 
against the city May 17, 1974, by 
Vonda L. Collins, mother and 
administratrix of the estate of 
Michael Collins. The spit snd 
directed against the ay aud 
tree policemen, Harry Mit- 
chell, Edward Wisehan and 
David Rosenburg. 


The insurance company then 
filed its suit against Granite 
City alleging that the city had 
not given the firm proper notice 
of the suit under terms of the 
policy. 

In the Circuit Court ruling a 
jury that heard the case held 
that the city had given the in- 
surance company notice of the 
damage claim “as soon as 
practicable.”

Because of a mounting 
number of complaints con- 
cerning dogs running at large, 
the Granite City Humane 
Department has initiated a 
campaign to take stray animals 
off the streets and to enforce the 
city’s leash law, Andy Chiappa, 
humane officer, announced 
today 

The humane department will 
pick up all stray dogs wherever 
they are seen, and such pickups 
can cost them as much as $20 in 
each case Lo reclaim their pets, 
he said. 


Any resident who has un- 
wanted animals may take them 
to the animal shelter on Route 3 
or may call for them to be 
picked up, so that the animals 
may be pul up for adoption, 
Chiappa added 

Ina statement concerning the 
humane department's 
program, Chiappa said 

“The humane department of 
Granite City will crack down on 
pet owners due to many com- 
plaints of dogs running at large 

‘without muzzles. Animals 
running at large without a 
muzzle will be apprehended by 
any means || Reclaiming of these 
animals will cost up to $20. 

“Pet owners should show 
responsibilty for their pets. 
Children are blamed for letting 
the pets out, but the parents are 
responsible for their children's 
actions. Children cannot un- 
derstand why their pets cannot 
go free 

“Parents should explain to 
their children that the leash law 
is to protect all the pedple from 
being bitten and to. prevent 
destruction of neighbors’ 
pri 

“In the early morning and 
late evening hours, pet owners 
let their animals out without 
watching them. Those pets 
disturb and in some cases 
frighten neighbors, ruining 
their gardens, sometimes biting 
them, and getting run over by 
cars. This must stop.

This costs the 
owner a substantial amount of 
money to get the pet back

inoculation, pet owners are. 
reininded to purchase a city dog? 
tax tag. Licenses for females 
are $2, males $1 

“Pet owners are reminded 
that tags and collars are 
required to be on the animals 
under City Ordinance 3109. 

“Unnecessary barking by 
pets can be controlled by ap- 
plying a. barking muzzle.”

Delay hiring 
2 temporary 
city workers 


A mave to employ two men 
for weed cutting and mosquito 
spraying during the summer 
months was rejected by City 
Council members Tuesday 
night until they can settle the 
question of temporary em- 
ployment status under new 
working agreements approved 
earlier this year. 

The discussion followed a 
motion by Alderman Ronald 
Coleman of the Seventh Ward 
that the city hire Monroe 
Reynolds for weed cutting 
duties and Ed Zaruba for 
mosquito eradication work. 

Lionell Portell, city street 
superintendent, told the 
aldermen that the street 
department has handled both 
activities in past years and that 
“We have gone to the trouble of 
having several men qualified 
under Department of 
Agriculture regulations to 
supervise mosquito spraying 
activities." 

Portell noted that he had 
planned to continue with both 
fields of work this summer and 
“I don't see why the city should 
hire extra men for these jobs.” 
He said he did not know if the 
employee for mosquito spray 
work suggested by Coleman is 
qualified, but he noted that the 
Department of Agriculture “is 
getting very strict’? about 
mosquito spray operators being 
qualified for licensing."’

All people have 
symptons and problems 
reflecting the human condition 
that no one’s life is easy or 
perfect, authorities say. 

Attitudes toward the 
psychiatric patient will 
preoccupy discussion at 
organized events during Mental 
Health Week, being recognized 
May | through 7 at St. Elizabeth 
Hospital 

An in-service program for the 
hospital staff management 
team will review the role of the 
social worker, occupational 
therapist, recreational 
therapist and nurse in relation 
to the success of a psychiatric 
patient's program. 

An in-service session for 
associates (employees' of 
various departments that have 
direct contact with psychiatric 


will examine 


patients, 
about mental 


misconceptions 
health. 

Additional in-service 
meetings for hospital staff 
personnel and an open house for 
patients’ families will exem- 
plify how the patient's activities , 
are geared to his or her’ 
therapeutic needs. 

Fear of dealing with the 
psychiatric patient is com- 
monly experienced by the 
‘person whose training is not 
from a psychiatric field. 

“A transport aide, for 
example, may believe the myth 
that mental patients are all 
prone to act violently,” a St. 
Elizabeth spokesman said. 

“While a small percentage of 
patients have made harmful 
moves toward themselves or 
others, the majority are 
basically shy and self-effacing 
and act violently only after 
cruel and excessive 
provocation, it is contended. 

“Furthermore, mentally ill 
patients can be responsible and 
can be rehabilitated. Unless 
they are hopelessly withdrawn 


as a result of. chronic 
hospitalization ‘or inhuman 
custodial incarceration, the 
condition of mentally ill 
palients can be inproved, 

“They have a sense of 
awareness, have rational 
tastes, wants and wishes and 
show sensitivity at all levels 

“Most mentally ill patients 
are in touch with reality and are 
interested in everyday ac- 
livities and events."”

Clean-bus drive 


Things are going to get rough 
for candy wrappers, old 
newspapers, soda cans, and 
other discarded debris which 
have proven to be a nuisance 
aboard Bi-State buses. Today, 
the agency began a system- 
wide ‘clean-bus campaign to 
“stash the trash.” 

It will include the provision of 
colorful receptacles, plainly 
marked for use in depositing 
trash. 

The program is being 
initiated in conjunction with 
purchase of new vacuum 
cleaning systems and exterior 
bus-washing equipment. 

Bi-State Development Agency 
Executive Director Barry M. 
Locke, in announcing the new 
effort, said the ‘‘stash the 

theme will be em- 
phasized through interior ad- 
vertising cards and a special 
issue of the monthly rider 
publication, “Going Your 
Way.” 

‘Readers of the free “Take 
One,”’ distributed on all Bi-State 
buses, will be asked to complete 
a postage-paid return card if 
they wish to comment on any 
cleanliness deficiencies in the 
particular vehicle they are_ 
riding. 

“Bus cleanliness has been a 
growing concern at Bi-State as 
our fleet has expanded and as 
ridership continues to, in- 
crease,” Locke said. 

“In the same way that we are 


making an appeal to riders not 


to smoke on the bus, we are now 
asking that they also take part 
of the responsibility for keeping, 
the seats and floors clean to the 
benefit of everyone using our 
system. 

“Our clean-up crews are 
being given the most modern 
bus washing and vacuuming 
equipment available to 
thoroughly clean our buses 
inside and out on a daily basis. 

““Bi-State will provide on each 
bus a container where trash 
may be properly discarded. We 
are asking each of our more 
than 250,000 daily riders to give 
us a hand. 

“Stash the trash’’ receptacles 
are expected to be in place at 
the front of all buses by early 
May. 

Installation of eight | drive- 
through bus washers and nine 
interior vacuum cleaning 
systems is now in progress at 
the agency’s five garages in 
Missouri and Illinois.

Legislation and other efforts 
to improve the Illinois business 
climate and make it more 
competitive were the themes of 
Illinois ‘Industry Day in 
Springfield last week 

Sponsored by the Ilinois 
Manufacturers’ Associati8n and 
the affiliated Illinois Industrial 
Council, the annual event was 
held in Springfield. 

Attended by 500 represen- 
tatives of IMA member firms, 
Industry Day? participants 
heard presentations — by 
Governor Jame& Thompson, 
legislative leaders and IMA 
staff experts on legislative 
matters affecting Tllinois  in- 
dustry ~ 

Legislativelitems discussed in 
the IMA conference included 

— Sales Tax Exemption for 
Industrial Machinery, 
Equipment and Supplies 
Iinois is one of only a few 
states in which manufacturers 
pay the state sales tax on 
replacement machinery, new 
equipment and supplies. 

Cost-of-Service Utility 
Rates. The Hlinois Commerce 
Commission has increasingly 
granted rate requests of utilities 
affecting industrial customers 
while blocking or reducing them 
for residential customers 

“Consumer, environmentalist 
and welfare groups, in their 
effort to hold down utility 
service rates for individual 
consumérs, are pressuring 
state utility commissions to 
impose artificial rates, such as 
lifeline, which in effect force 
industry to increasingly sub- 
sidize small users," an IMA 
spokesman commented, The 
group is backing legislation to 
require future utility rate in- 
creases to be hased on the cost 
of serving each individual class 
of consumer. 

— Six-Day Workweek Law. 
This law requires a permit if 


employers need to have em- 
ployees work more than six 
days in a week. 

"The law, in effect, deprives 
many workers of the op- 
portunity of earning overtime 
pay unless the state govern- 
ment.grants their employer an 
emergency permit. Some in- 
dustries are seasonal, requiring 
continuous utilization of 
facilities."” 

— Workmen's Compensation 
The average cost increase for 
Illinois manufacturers, as a 
result of 1975 changes in the 
Illinois workmen's —com- 
pensation law, has been close to 
400 percent, according to a 
survey by John Parrish, 
professor of economics, 
University of Hlinois. 

“Employer-backed _bills 
include a number of provisions 
that would modify some im- 
pending additional cost in- 
creases for Ilinois employers, 
establish medical standards, 
and tighten administration,” 
the IMA says. 

— Unemployment Com- 
pensation. Since 1975, the 
average cost of Illinois em- 
ployers’ unemployment com- 
pensation insurance has in- 


creased 353 percent. 

“An additional factor in- 
creasing unemployment 
compensation costs is the large 
number of people drawing 
unemployment benefits who 
should not, because of lax 
eligibility provisions of the law. 

“Proposed legislation 
provides tightening up of 
eligibility standards, including 
disqualification if voluntarily 
leaving work or leaving to 
marry or for other domestic 
reasons. It increases the 
disqualification for those who 
refuse suitable work or who are 
discharged formisconduct. 
Sympathy non-workers would 
also be denied benefist 

Product — Liability 
he soaring cost of product 

liability insurance and — or 
claims is a grim fact of life for 
manufacturers and elsewhere. 
Eleven states have already 
enacted comprehensive product 
liability reform bills, including 
Indiana, Tennessee, Minnesota, 
Kentucky and Georgia.

Not everyone is ¢onvinced that — just 
because three Illinois Constitutional 
amendments can be proposed at one time

The senators defeated 22-23 a proposed 
arbitrary limit on state spending and 
approved for the) Noy. 7 ballot a 
constitutional change extending the 
corporate personal property tax beyond its 
scheduled 1979 demise. The spending limit 
would have been’ seven percent of 
residents’ total personal income. 

Legislative action must be completed by 
May 7 if amendments are to be considered 
by voters at this year’s general election. 
The first proposal to be placed on the fall 
ballot, judging by the actions taken so far, 
may be a Senate-approved exemption of 
veterans’ organizations from real estate 
taxes, 

While only three articles of the 
constitution can be changed

Concern was voiced last week that the 
proposed state spending limit might have 
shifted more of the tax load to real estate. 
The corporate personal property tax 
extension, authorized 45-5 by the Senate, 
was backed because there may be 
insufficient time to devise a fair substitute 
for it before the Constitutionally-imposed 
Geadline of next Jan. 1. 


In unanimously endorsing the veterans’ 
organization tax exemption, senators made 
it the first amendment of this session to 
pass both houses. But it must go back to 
the Illinois House for concurrence with a 
minor change made by the Senate. 

Other proposals under consideration 
this week would change the state 
education superintendent office from 
appointive to elective and would increase 
the extent to which judges are selected and 
retained on merit rather than through 
partisan elections. 


The latter would seem to be more 
deserving of General Assembly support, 
but the former is the likeliest to gain 
approval, judging by the attitude of 
powerful Chicago Democrats.

Press-Record Springfield Bureau — The 
state's costs .to educate students at 
Sangamon State University and Southern 
Illinois University School of Medicine 
rank well dbove the average of other 
Illinois schools, according to a Senate staff 
study 

But representatives of both schools told 
a Senate appropriations committee Friday 
the study is an “apples and oranges” 
comparison 

“When you do a study like this, you get a 
whole fruit bowl,” said STU Medical 
School Dean Richard Moy. The study said 
STU requires $70,000 in state general 
revenue money each year per medical 
student, compared to $15,000 for the 
University of Ilinois' medical program. 

Typical public medical schools receive 
only about one-third of their money from 
state sources, the other two-thirds being 
made up mainly from associated teaching 
hospitals and from research grants, Moy 
said. 

“SIU was specifically not set up with a 
strong research base, and its own teaching

With accreditation, SIU could increase 
its enrollemtnt by about 30 percent for 
relatively little extra money, Moy added, 
which also would lower the per-pupil cost. 

SSU acting president John Keiser made 
a similar argument, noting that SSU_ has 
gradually switched to emphasizing health 
care and public affairs education. 


“These fields are considerablly more 
expensive than teacher preparation and 
the other kinds of things we've consciously 
limited over the past three years,” he said. 


SSU also enrolls only juniors, seniors 
and graduate students, who cost more to 
teach than freshmen and sophomores. Its 
general revenue cost per pupil is about 
$5,000, according to the study.

In McDonald's view, 
elimination: of hockey will still 
leave the university with a 
healthy intercollegiate sports 
program for both men and 
women, 


“Elimination of ice hockey,”’ 
McDonald said, “will allow us 
to concentrate our energies and 
financial resources on 
programs that are better suited 
historically to the St. Louis 
area, and nationally."” 


In eight years on the SLU 
scene, teams under Coach Bill 
Selman turned out six con- 
secutive 20-victory seasons 
while bringing six ice tour- 
nament titles to St. Louis. But 
while a winner on the ice, 
hockey was not a success at the 
box office, McDonald said, due 
to the cost of renting the 
Checkerdome rink.
